Student lost in Lake Michigan ID‘d 


Coroner officially identifies 16-year-old who 
jumped in water to help friend who’ fallen in

The Lake County Coroner’s 
Office on Monday identified a body 
pulled from Waukegan Harbor last 
week as 16-year-old Grayslake 
North student Mathew “Mateo” 
Garcia. 

Garcia’s mother, Susan Medina, 
thanked the fire department, po- 
lice and public for their support in 
a statement she posted on a 


GoFundMe page set up for a 
scholarship in his name. Her son 
jumped into Lake Michigan off a 
Waukegan Municipal Beach pier 
on Jan. 18 to help a friend who had 
fallen in, officials say, and Garcia 
was taken away by the current. 
Coroner Dr. Howard Cooper 
said dental records were used to 
confirm the identity of the high 
school sophomore. The prelimi- 
nary autopsy indicate he died of 
drowning, Cooper added. 


“The investigation into the inci- 
dent continues by our office and 
the Lake County Sheriff’s Office,” 
Cooper stated. Routine toxicology 
reports are pending. 

“We have been in close contact 
with Matthew’s family and our 
deepest condolences go out to 
them during this difficult time. 
This is truly an awful tragedy,’ he 
said. 

The statement by Garcia’s 
mother thanked the Waukegan 
Fire Department, Waukegan Po- 
lice Department and Lake County 
Sheriff’s Office deputies, “for their 
diligent work and the support they 


provided during this difficult time.” 

“It is with sorrow and joy that 
we are able to announce that our 
beloved Matthew’s body has been 
recovered,’ Medina wrote. “Our 
faith gives us comfort knowing that 
Matthew is in a better place. Thank 
you all for your donations and 
support.” 

The scholarship fund in Mateo’s 
honor has raised $17,503 of a 
$20,000 goal as of this week. 

Garcia had been missing since 
he jumped into the water on Jan. 18 
to help a friend who had fallen offa

Focus shifts 
to outreach 
in wake of 
measles case

As spring break season contin- 
ues, the Lake County Health 
Department urged doctors and 
other health care providers to be 
on the lookout for potential mea- 
sles cases, the department’s medi- 
cal epidemiologist said. 

The push came as _ Illinois 
logged its seventh case of measles 
this year, the most in any full 
calendar year since 2015 saw 17 
cases, according to the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 

Lake County has not had a 
confirmed case of measles, but a 
Cook County resident traveled 
into the county while potentially 
contagious, Lake County Health 
Department medical epidemiolo- 
gist Sana Ahmed said. 

Most of the county’s response 
has been focused on investigating 
who might have been exposed in 
that case and determining 
whether they should be vacci- 
nated, Ahmed added. 

The county’s health depart- 
ment has also been reaching out to 
health care providers — family 
doctors, internists and emergency 
department physicians — to make 
sure they have measles on their 
radars and know what to do if 
they suspect a case, she said. 

Measles is a highly contagious 
disease that can spread easily 
through the air, according to the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Health. Symptoms include fever, 
rash, cough, runny nose and red,

County Democrats work to 
ensure blue wave doesn’t ebb

It’s been a little over five months 
since Lake County Republicans 
were drowned by the blue wave that 
swept many of them out of office. 
From Lake County Board members 
to state representatives, the GOP 
had its clock cleaned by a fired-up 
Democrat Party. 

Democrats control the County 
Board and are in all but two of the 
countywide offices. The county’s 
congressional delegates are all 
Democrats, and most of the Spring- 
field delegation is blue. 

County GOPsters weren’t alone in 
finding loss upon loss on the No- 
vember ballot. The shellacking 
happened across the Land of Lin- 
coln. 

Along with Lake County, other 
suburban counties normally Repub- 
lican went deep blue, with all except 
McHenry voting for Gov. J.B. 
Pritzker. For instance, in DuPage 
County, Pritzker became the first 
Democrat gubernatorial candidate 
to win since the Roosevelt landslide 
of 1932. 

With less than a year to the next 
primary election season, Republi- 
cans statewide have their work cut 
out for them. More so in Lake 
County, where the lethargic party 
had to deal with a president many 
socially moderate Illinois Republi- 
cans dislike, aGOP governor who 
was loathed by the party’s conserva- 
tive wing and a winning Democratic 
organization that keeps rolling up 
election victories. 

County Democrats haven’t disap- 
peared after the election — they 
continue working the room; local 
Republicans seem unsure how to 


pull together after licking their 
November wounds. They have until 
the end of the year, when filing 
begins for the 2020 cycle, to come 
up with quality candidates. 

It used to be that GOP precinct 
committeemen led the party’s 
ground game. They knew their 
neighbors, some personally intro- 
duced themselves and delivered 
welcoming gifts when a new family 
moved into their precincts. That 
practice has gone the way of hard- 
line phones. 

In comparison, county Dems are 
marching onward. In January, the 
Tenth Congressional District Demo- 
crats sponsored a family-friendly 
Day of Service Community Expo in 
Vernon Hills. The event brought 
together around 35 nonprofit groups 
to reach out to the community and 
promote volunteerism. 

That isn’t the only event the 
Tenth Dems — a grassroots political 
organization that works to elect 
Democrats to all levels of govern- 
ment, not only in the 10th District — 
has promoted to keep the Demo- 
cratic drive alive and spread the 
word about its candidates. 

Last month, the group held edi- 
tions of its Tenth Dems University’s 
“Let’s Talk Politics” in Buffalo Grove 
and Fox Lake. Democrats in Grant 
Township, once an oxymoron, co- 
hosted the Fox Lake gathering. 

“Let’s Talk Politics” is one of the 
programs fostered by Tenth Dems 
founder Lauren Beth Gash of High- 
land Park. The forum moves around 
the county and allows those inter- 
ested in politics to discuss current 
events. Past events have included 
elected officials, candidates, politi- 
cal analysts and authors. 

Last week, the group held its 
ninth annual Poetry and Prose Con- 
test Awards Night at the Jack Benny 
Center for the Arts in Waukegan’s 
Bowen Park for budding poets and 
writers from Waukegan, Zion-Ben-

ton and North Chicago high schools. 
Tenth Dems also has an internship 
program for high school, college, 
and graduate students interested in 
the political process. 

The unpaid interns were active 
during last year’s election aiding 
candidates in legislative races, coun- 
tywide contests, at the county board 
level and in area congressional dis- 
tricts. In the past, interns have 
staffed issue forums and events for 
elected officials and candidates up 
and down the ballot, worked on 
campaigns and conducted research. 

County Democrats aren’t resting 
on their 2018 electoral laurels. Their 
Republican counterparts can take a 
lesson from the outreach plans and 
programs offered to potential voters. 

The GOP can only rise after the 
2018 nadir by expanding the party’s 
base. It’s either that or continue to 
shrink with Republican candidates 
becoming afterthoughts when vot- 
ers head to the polls in 2020.

watery eyes. 

The county recommends 
a patient suspected of hav- 
ing measles be immediately 
masked, taken to an air- 
borne isolation room — or, 
the next-best option, evalu- 
ated by a provider who is 
vaccinated or otherwise 
immune — and reported to 
the county. 

The county is also en- 
couraging providers to 
check whether their pa- 
tients — and themselves — 
are up-to-date on their vac- 
cinations, Ahmed said. 

The next step will be 
working on a larger com- 
munication strategy aimed 
at unvaccinated patients 
who use health department 
clinics and the community 
at large, she added. 

Those strategies are still 
being determined, but she 
said the department has 
already heard from school 
nurses who have been ask- 
ing questions. 

“We're trying to reach as 
many people as we can,” 
Ahmed said. 

The state requires chil- 
dren at least 12 months old 
get their first dose of the 


measles, mumps and ru- 
bella vaccine, followed by a 
second dose at least four 
weeks later. Both doses are 
required for students in 
kindergarten through 12th 
grade. 

Most of the 28 schools in 
Lake County that don’t have 
at least 95 percent of their 
students vaccinated against 
measles are private schools, 
according to state data for 
the current school year. 

Among the _ public 
schools are Grass Lake Ele- 
mentary School (89.9%), 
Wauconda Middle School 
(93.4%), Zion-Benton 
Township High School 
(93.6%), Winthrop Har- 
bor’s Westfield School 
(93.8%), Zion’s East Ele- 
mentary School (94.4%), 
Round Lake’s early child- 
hood facility and Pleviak 
Elementary School (both 
94.7%) and Zion Central 
Middle School (94.95%). 

The counts did not in- 
clude students who had 
vaccinations scheduled but 
not completed by Oct. 15, 
which, for example, ac- 
counted for about half of 
the 19 unvaccinated stu- 
dents at Grass Lake Ele- 
mentary.

The organization’s 
namesake, William W. 
Grainger, graduated from 
U. of I.in 1919 with a degree 
in electrical engineering. 
The gift comes in the 100th 
year since Grainger’s grad- 
uation and brings the total 
amount of the foundation’s 
support to the engineering 
school to $300 million 
since 1979, The foundation 
also gave $100 million in 
2013 to support student 
scholarships and faculty 
recruitment. 

School leaders said they 
plan to use the gift to 
bolster the college’s en- 
dowment — now more than 
$500 million — and provide 
long-term support for a 
variety of initiatives. 








“They have been such 
strong supporters of the 
College of Engineering for 
so many years,” said Dean 
Rashid Bashir. “We are so 
excited. It’s really going to 
have a tremendous, very 
long-lasting impact, a pro- 
found impact on our col- 
lege, on our students, on 
the quality of our research 
and everything that we’re 
trying to do.” 

“All of us here at The 
Grainger Foundation are 
delighted that this gift will 
further strengthen one of 
the most distinguished en- 
gineering schools in the 
world,’ David W. Grainger, 
foundation chairman, said 
in a statement. 

In 1927, William Grain- 
ger founded WW. Grainger, 
Inc., a supplier of mainte- 
nance, repair and operating 
products. He established 
his eponymous foundation

in 1949, 

The nonprofit arm has 
served as benefactor to a 
variety of organizations, in- 
cluding the American Red 
Cross and various educa- 
tional scholarship pro- 
grams, according to the 
website. 

The Grainger pledge is 
one of the largest gifts 
made to higher education 
in 2019, according to a 
database maintained by 
The Chronicle of Philan- 
thropy, and counts among 
the largest gifts made to the 
state’s flagship institution. 
Thomas M. Siebel also gave 
$100 million to the uni- 
versity in 2007. 

The university’s top gift 
was $150 million in 2017 
from Larry and Beth Gies, 
who devoted the funds to 
the business school, now 
named for them. 


Beyond the dollar 


amount, the new gift is 
particularly notable be- 
cause it’s unrestricted, 
meaning college officials 
have free rein on where to 
spend the money. 

Major gifts in college 
philanthropy usually carry 
stringent terms for use of 
the funds. 

But there are notable 
exceptions. In 2008, David 
Booth gave an unrestricted 
$300 million to University 
of Chicago business school, 
now named for him. 

“’'m awestruck. These 
things don’t happen that 
often” U. of I. Provost 
Andreas Cangellaris said. 
“There are so many oppor- 
tunities and ideas that our 
faculty is coming up with. 
You always look for that 
flexible source of money 
that will allow you to seeks 
those initiatives and turn 
them into big successes, not 


only for engineering but for 
the entire campus. I think 
this gift will be transforma- 
tional.” 

Bashir also said the do- 
nation will enable faculty 
and leadership to pursue 
multiple major initiatives 
simultaneously. Among the 
priorities he identified 
were boosting research, 
broadening the undergrad- 
uate programs and ramp- 
ing up recruitment of stu- 
dents from underrepre- 
sented groups. 

“This automatically 
translates into activities 
and opportunities people 
were not able to do before,” 
Cangellaris said. 

Eight- and nine-figure 
gifts are relatively rare, but 
national studies show they 
have comprised larger pro- 
portions of overall giving to 
higher education. It once 
was commonplace for pri- 


vate institutions to com- 
mand massive donations, 
but many large public uni- 
versities also have suc- 
ceeded in attracting out- 
side philanthropy over the 
past two decades. 

Many of these eye-pop- 
ping gifts also have come 
amid increasingly ambi- 
tious fundraising cam- 
paigns. 

The University of Illi- 
nois is in the middle of a 
five-year, $3.04 billion 
campaign for its three cam- 
puses. 

The goal for the engi- 
neering school alone is 
$550 million, school lead- 
ers said, and nearly 85 
percent of that has been 
raised with the addition of 
the Grainger gift.

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Mellody Farm welcomes Next Door American Eatery 


Owner is the 
younger brother 
of tech guru 
Elon Musk

When looking to open his 
newest Next Door Ameri- 
can Eatery restaurant, Kim- 
bal Musk recently said he 
decided on Mellody Farm in 
Vernon Hills, in part, be- 
cause neighboring stores 
shared the same focus on 
healthy living. 

Musk, who worked with 
older brother Elon Musk as 
a tech entrepreneur, visited 
the Vernon Hills location for 
a grand opening April 11. 
The restaurant, which rep- 
resents the first Next Door 
American Eatery in Illinois, 
officially opened April 8. 

The restaurant offers 
“food you can trust” that 
comes from local farmers 
and companies, according 
to the business’ promotional 
materials. Employees cook 
meals from scratch, instead 
of using processed and pre- 
cooked food, in an “urban 
casual” setting, the com- 
pany has said. 

When he was looking at 
prospective suburban loca- 
tions, Musk told Pioneer 
Press recently that the de- 
sign of the Mellody Farm 
shopping center and its ten- 
ants, such as REI and Whole 
Foods, fit Next Door Ameri- 
can Eatery’s image. 

“The Whole Foods cus- 
tomer, the REI customer, 
the Nordstrom customer — 
they are people who know 
what they want and they 
want real food and they 
want to trust where it’s 
coming from,’ Musk said. 

Next Door American Eat- 
ery is located directly in 
front of the main Milwau- 
kee Avenue entrance, near a 
shared fire pit and park 
space and across the road 
from the popular, heavy- 
metal-themed Kuma’s Cor- 
ner restaurant. 

“This development 
matched Next Door — it’s 
more fun, more hip and 
more affordable,” Musk 
said. “Bringing the urban 
casual to the suburbs is 
exciting” 

The new restaurant is 
3,900 square feet and can 
seat 203 patrons. 

Mundelein residents 
Maurina Ruff and Eren Gar- 
cia, who both work at a 
nearby store, stopped by the 
recent opening to see first- 
hand what Next Door 
American Eatery offers. 

Ruff, who normally 
doesn’t like burgers, tried 
the “Pineapple Express” 
burger. 

“It was juicy and I didn’t 
feel groggy after eating it 
like I sometimes do with 
burgers,” Ruff said. 

For the owners of Mel- 
lody Farm, the opening of 
Next Door American Eatery 
follows the recent openings 
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Kimbal Musk, who worked with older brother Elon Musk as a tech entrepreneur, recently 
attended the grand opening of his Next Door American Eatery restaurant in Vernon Hills.

Dog Restaurant and Bar, a 
California-based chain that 
allows dogs on its patio. 

Matt Hendy, a vice presi- 
dent with Regency Centers, 
which owns and operates 
the open-air shopping cen- 
ter, said he’s received noth- 
ing but positive feedback 
from stores since the center 
opened in October. 

“With the traffic being 
what they are for not only 
the restaurants, but also our 
anchor tenants like REI, 
Nordstrom Rack and 
HomeGoods, I think the 
thesis of a high-quality, open 
air, experiential shopping 
center would have been 
proven,” Hendy said. 


Regency Centers is pre- 
paring for the opening of 
two more restaurants. Ne- 
gotiations with another 
restaurant, which is looking 
to occupy a different store- 
front, are ongoing, Hendy 
said. 

Buttermilk Cafe, a break- 
fast and coffee bar with 
locations in Naperville and 
Geneva, is going through the 
permit process in Vernon 
Hills to open a 4,000- 
square-foot storefront a few 
doors down from Kuma’s 
Corner. 

Shake Shack, which fea- 
tures a modern menu de- 
voted to burgers, chicken, 
hot dogs, shakes, frozen 
custard, beer and wine, ac- 
cording to its website, is 
slated to occupy a new 


3,000-square-foot building 
that is under construction 
next to REI. 

Hendy said he’s hoping to 
add a “date night”-type 
restaurant for a storefront 
across from Next Door 
American Eatery, as well as 
an ice cream or desert com- 
pany to fill one of the other 
remaining spots in the shop- 
ping center. 

Presently, “about half a 
dozen” leases are in negotia- 
tions and are likely to go 
public in the next two 
months, Hendy said. 

“In acouple months, we'll 
be at or above 90 percent 
leased occupancy, and to be 
at that level less than a year 
after opening a big retail 
center, it speaks volumes 
about the pent up demand

for high-quality retail in this 
area,’ Hendy said. 

Aside from Next Door 
American Eatery, Musk’s

Drazner died of 
heart attack 3 days 
after being reelected

A longtime member of 
the Buffalo Grove Park Dis- 
trict Board of Commission- 
ers died of a heart attack 
three days after being re- 
elected to another term. 

Commissioner Richard 
Drazner died on April 5, 
after suffering a heart at- 
tack on April 2, said his wife 
Melissa Drazner. 

He was 58. 

Drazner served on the 
park board for 20 years and 
was reelected to another 
term on April 2, according 
the Park District’s website. 

Between 400 to 450 peo- 
ple attended the funeral on 
April 8, and Park District 
staff paid respect by lining 
Lake Cook Road with park 
district cars and trucks, his 
wife said. 

The couple was married 
for almost 34 years, and 
they have two children, 
Abigail and Jeremy, his 
wife said. 

His wife explained that 
Drazner was a lawyer and 
had his own practice for

Board of Commissioners.

more than 25 years. 

“He always had a smile. 
He always had a terrible 
joke, and people knew it,” 
Melissa Drazner said. “He 
loved life.

He 
loved going, he loved do- 
ing.” 

As a commissioner, 
Drazner was an advocate 
for people with disabilities 
and for the arts. He was 
most proud of Kendrigan 
Field at Twin Creeks Park 
that Buddy Baseball uses, 
and establishing the Com- 
munity Arts Center of Buf- 
falo Grove, according to the 
website. 


“Rick was a kindhearted 
man who always had a 
smile on his face and loved 
to cheer people up with a 
joke or one liner” Execu- 
tive Director Ryan Risinger 
told Pioneer Press in an 
email. “He was tremen- 
dously supportive of all the 
Park District programming 
and the staff, and that 
support will be sorely 
missed.” 

Drazner was also a 
member of the Rotary Club 
of Buffalo Grove for 24 
years, where he served as 
president among other 
leadership roles, Risinger 
said. 

He was also a longtime 
member of the Buffalo 
Grove Lincolnshire Cham- 
ber of Commerce where he 
also served many leader- 
ship roles, according to 
Risinger said. 

In tributes posted on the 
Park District’s website, su- 
perintendent of recreation 
Chris Eckert said Drazner 
always made staff feel com- 
fortable at board meetings 
and always acknowledged 
staff at special events. 

“T never saw him with- 
out a smile and he will be 
greatly missed,” Eckert 
said. 

Jessi Hersman, recre- 
ation supervisor, shared a 


picture of Drazner and oth- 
ers after she won the Illi- 
nois Theater Association’s 
Excellence in Community 
Theatre award. Hersman 
said Drazner was support- 
ive “beyond belief” of the 
program.

pier on the north side of the 
harbor channel. 

His body was found the 
morning of April 11 near a 
rocky area near a pier, ac- 
cording to sheriff’s office 
spokesman Sgt. Ari 
Briskman.

Waukegan Fire Chief 
George Bridges Jr. called 
Garcia “absolutely a hero” 
during a memorial service 
earlier this year in Chicago, 
where Garcia had grown up 
before moving with his 
mother to Grayslake. 

“He is absolutely a hero. 
Ina split-second, he decided 
to do what my firefighters 
are trained to do — go and 
attempt to save someone’s 
life” Bridges said at Immac- 
ulate Heart of Mary Church 


in the Chicago neighbor- 
hood where Garcia had 
grown up and attended 
Grover Cleveland Elementa- 
ry School through eighth 
grade. 

“He was a hero. He saved 
someone’s life,’ Bridges said. 

After several attempts to 
find the student following 
his disappearance, 
Waukegan fire officials sus- 
pended recovery operations 
until the weather broke at 
the end of March. Personnel 
searched under water with 
sonar in an unsuccessful 
search that marked the offi- 
cial end of recovery opera- 
tions. 

“We are pleased to an- 
nounce that we’ve donated 
the first $10,000 to 
Grayslake North High 
School. The funds will be 
awarded to (four) students 
— $2,500 each,” Medina 
wrote on the GoFundMe 


page. 

She said the fund donated 
juice and granola bars for 
students, and assistance is 
also planned for students 
who can’t afford field trip 
costs, athletic fees and warm 
lunches. 

Mateo, which is Spanish 
for Matthew, was what all 
his friends called her son, 
Medina said. Students deco- 
rated his locker at school 
and sent his mother over 100 
letters of condolences.

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Fire at Notre Dame Cathedral 


Spire collapses, 
but Paris’ iconic 
structure is saved

PARIS — A massive fire 
engulfed the upper reaches 
of Paris’ soaring Notre 
Dame Cathedral as it was 
undergoing renovations 
Monday, threatening one of 
the greatest architectural 
treasures of the Western 
world as tourists and Pari- 
sians looked on aghast from 
the streets below. 

The blaze collapsed the 
cathedral’s spire and spread 
to one of its landmark rect- 
angular towers, but Paris 
fire chief Jean-Claude Gal- 
let said the church’s struc- 
ture had been saved after 
firefighters managed to stop 
the fire spreading to the 
northern belfry. The 12th- 
century cathedral is home 
to incalculable works of art 
and is one of the world’s 
most famous tourist attrac- 
tions, immortalized by Vic- 
tor Hugo’s 1831 novel “The 
Hunchback of Notre 
Dame.” 

The exact cause was not 
known, but French media 
quoted the Paris fire brigade 
as saying the fire is “poten- 
tially linked” to a $6.8 mil- 
lion renovation project on 
the church’s spire and its 
250 tons of lead. The Paris 
prosecutors’ office ruled out 
arson and possible terror- 
related motives, and said it 
was treating it as an acci- 
dent. 

As the spire fell, the sky 
lit up orange and flames 
shot out of the roof behind 
the nave of the cathedral, 
among the most visited 
landmarks in the world.

up on bridges around the 
island that houses the 
church, watching in shock 
as acrid smoke rose in 
plumes. Speaking alongside 
junior Interior minister 
Laurent Nunez late Mon- 
day, Gallet said “two thirds 
of the roofing has been 
ravaged,” and that firefight- 
ers would keep working 
overnight to cool down the 
building. 

Late Monday, signs 
pointed to the fire nearing 
an end as lights could be 
seen through the windows 
moving around the front of 
the cathedral, apparently 
investigators inspecting the 
scene. Remarkably, only one 
of the about 400 firefighters 
who battled the blaze was 
injured, officials said. 

The fire came less than a 


week before Easter amid 
Holy Week commemora- 
tions. As the cathedral 
burned, Parisians gathered 
to pray and sing hymns 
outside the church of Saint 
Julien Les Pauvres across 
the river from Notre Dame 
while the flames lit the sky 
behind them. Paris Arch- 
bishop Michel Aupetit in- 
vited priests across France 
to ring church bells in a call 
for prayers. 

French President Em- 
manuel Macron was treat- 
ing the fire as a national 
emergency, rushing to the 
scene and straight into 
meetings at the Paris police 
headquarters nearby. He 
pledged to rebuild the 
church and said he would 
seek international help to 
do so. 


“The worse has been 
avoided although the battle 
is not yet totally won,” the 
president said, adding that 
he would launch a national 
funding campaign Tuesday 
and call on the world’s 
“greatest talents” to help 
rebuild the monument. 

Built in the 12th and 13th 
centuries, Notre Dame is 
the most famous of the 
Gothic cathedrals of the 
Middle Ages as well as one 
of the most beloved struc- 
tures in the world. Situated 
on the Ile de la Cite, an 
island in the Seine river, its 
architecture is famous for, 
among other things, its gar- 
goyles and its iconic flying 
buttresses. 

Among the most cele- 
brated artworks inside are 
its three stained-glass rose 


windows, placed high up on 
the west, north and south 
faces of the cathedral. Its 
priceless treasures also in- 
clude a Catholic relic, the 
crown of thorns, which is 
only occasionally displayed, 
including on Fridays during 
Lent. 

French historian Camille 
Pascal told BFM broadcast 
channel the blaze marked 
“the destruction of invalu- 
able heritage.” 

“Tt’s been 800 years that 
the Cathedral watches over 
Paris”, Pascal said. “Happy 
and unfortunate events for 
centuries have been marked 
by the bells of Notre Dame.” 

He added: “We can be 
only horrified by what we 
see.” 

Paris Mayor Anne Hi- 
dalgo said via Twitter that 


Paris firefighters were still 
trying to limit the fire and 
urged Paris citizens to re- 
spect the security perimeter 
around the cathedral. 

Hidalgo said Paris au- 
thorities are in touch with 
the Paris diocese. 

Reactions from around 
the world came swiftly in- 
cluding from the Vatican, 
which released a statement 
expressing shock and sad- 
ness for the “terrible fire 
that has devastated the Ca- 
thedral of Notre Dame, 
symbol of Christianity in 
France and in the world.” 

In Washington, Presi- 
dent Donald Trump 
tweeted: “So horrible to 
watch the massive fire at 
Notre Dame Cathedral in 
Paris” and suggested first 
responders use “flying wa- 
ter tankers” to put it out. 

France’s Civil Security 
agency said that wasn’t fea- 
sible. 

“All means are being 
used, except for water- 
bombing aircrafts which, if 
used, could lead to the 
collapse of the entire struc- 
ture of the cathedral,” the 
agency tweeted. 

Former President Barack 
Obama posted an old photo 
of himself, his wife and their 
two daughters lighting can- 
dles in the cathedral. 

“Notre Dame is one of the 
world’s great treasures, and 
we're thinking of the people 
of France in your time of 
grief” Obama said on Twit- 
ter 

Cardinal Timothy Dolan, 
the archbishop of New 
York, said he was praying 
“to ask the intercession of 
Notre Dame, our Lady, for 
the Cathedral at the heart of 
Paris, and of civilization, 
now in flames! God pre- 
serve this splendid house of 
prayer, and protect those 
battling the blaze.” 





Trump ramps ups 
Mueller report attack

WASHINGTON — As 
Washington counts down 
the final hours until publi- 
cation of the redacted spe- 
cial counsel report — now 
expected Thursday — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump 
stepped up his attacks Mon- 
day in an effort to under- 
mine potential disclosures 
on Russia, his 2016 cam- 
paign and the aftermath. 

He unleashed a series of 
tweets focusing on the pre- 
viously released summary 
of special counsel Robert 
Mueller’s conclusions — in- 
cluding a crucial one on 
obstruction of justice that 
Trump again misrepre- 
sented — produced by At- 
torney General William 
Barr. 

“Mueller, and the AG. 
based on Mueller findings 
(and great intelligence), 
have already ruled No Col- 
lusion, No Obstruction,’ 
Trump tweeted. “These 
were crimes committed by 
Crooked Hillary, the DNC, 
Dirty Cops and others! IN- 
VESTIGATE THE INVES- 
TIGATORS!” 

Press Secretary Sarah 
Sanders repeatedly tried to 
make the same case on TV 


talk shows on Sunday. But 
the political battle is far 
from finished over the spe- 
cial counsel’s investigation 
of Russian efforts to help 
Trump in 2016 and whether 
there was cooperation with 
his campaign. 

Democrats are calling for 
Mueller himself to testify 
before Congress and have 
expressed concern that 
Barr will order unnecessary 
censoring of the report to 
protect the president. The 
House Judiciary Commit- 
tee, led by Rep. Jerry Nadler 
of New York, is poised to try 
to compel Barr to turn over 
an unredacted copy as well 
as the report’s underlying 
investigative files. 

The Justice Department 
announced Monday that it 
expects to release the re- 
dacted version Thursday 
morning, sending the find- 
ings of the nearly two-year 
probe to Congress and mak- 
ing them available to the 
public. 

Mueller officially con- 
cluded his investigation late 
last month and submitted 
the confidential report to 
Barr. Two days later, the 
attorney general sent Con- 
gress a four-page letter that 
detailed Mueller’s “princi- 
pal conclusions.” 

In his letter, Barr said the 


special counsel did not find 
a criminal conspiracy be- 
tween Russia and Trump 
associates during the cam- 
paign. However, contrary to 
Trump’s false claim, 
Mueller did not reach a 
conclusion on whether 
Trump obstructed justice. 
Instead, Mueller presented 
evidence on both sides of 
that question. Barr said he 
did not believe the evidence 
was sufficient to prove that 
Trump had obstructed jus- 
tice, but he noted that 
Mueller’s team did not ex- 
onerate the president. 

Portions of the report 
being released by the Jus- 
tice Department will be 
redacted to protect grand 
jury material, sensitive in- 
telligence, matters that 
could affect ongoing inves- 
tigations and damage to the 
privacy rights of third 
parties, the attorney general 
has said. 

The scores of outstand- 
ing questions about the in- 
vestigation have not 
stopped the president and 
his allies from declaring 
victory. 

They have painted House 
Democrats’ investigations 
as partisan overreach and 
have targeted news outlets 
and individual reporters 
they say have promoted the 
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President Donald Trump and his allies continue to attack 
the origins of Robert Mueller’s investigation, 


collusion story. The presi- 
dent himself seethed at a 
political rally that the whole 
thing was an attempt “to 
tear up the fabric of our 
great democracy.” 

He has told confidants in 
recent days that he was 
certain the full report would 
back up his claims of vindi- 
cation but was also con- 
vinced the media would 
manipulate the findings in 
an effort to damage him, 
according to two Republi- 
cans close to the White 
House not authorized to 


speak publicly about private 
conversations. 

While the president un- 
leashed his personal griev- 
ances, his team seized on 
any exculpatory informa- 
tion in Barr’s letter, hoping 
to define the conversation 
in advance, according to 
White House officials and 
outside advisers who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because they were not au- 
thorized to publicly discuss 
private deliberations. The 
victory lap was deliberately 
premature, they said. 


In trademark case, justices treat label like a 4-letter word

WASHINGTON — None 
of the Supreme Court’s jus- 
tices wanted to say the 
four-letter word. 

The high court was dis- 
cussing a trademark case 
Monday involving a Los 
Angeles-based fashion 
brand “FUCT”” 

But the justices did some 
verbal gymnastics to get 
through about an hour of 
arguments without saying 
the brand’s name. 

Chief Justice John Rob- 


erts described it as the 
“vulgar word at the heart of 
the case” Justice Samuel 
Alito called it “the word 
your client wants to use.” 
And Justice Stephen Breyer 
called it “the word at issue.” 

The case has to do witha 
portion of federal law that 
says officials should not 
register trademarks that are 
“scandalous” or “immoral.” 
Officials have refused to 
register the brand’s name as 
aresult. 

But the artist behind the 
brand, Erik Brunetti, argues 
that portion of law should 


be struck down as an un- 
constitutional restriction on 
speech. 

The government is de- 
fending the century-old 
provision, arguing it en- 
courages trademarks that 
are appropriate for all audi- 
ences. 

Lawyer Malcolm Stew- 
art, who was arguing for the 
Trump administration, said 
the law is not a restriction 
on speech but rather the 
government declining to 
promote certain speech. 

Stewart, for his part, also 
went to great lengths not to 


say the name of the brand, 
calling it “the equivalent of 
the profane past participle 
form of a well-known word 
of profanity and perhaps 
the paradigmatic word of 
profanity in our language.” 

Brunetti’s lawyer, John R. 
Sommer, got the closest to 
saying the brand’s name, 
noting his client’s brand 
“isn’t exactly” a “dirty” 
word. 

“Oh, come on. You know, 
come on,’ responded Alito, 
adding: “Be serious..” 

It wasn’t clear from argu- 
ments how the case might 


ultimately come out, but 
Brunetti would seem to 
have a strong case. 

Two years ago, the jus- 
tices unanimously invali- 
dated a related provision of 
federal law that told offi- 
cials not to register dispar- 
aging trademarks. 

During Monday’s argu- 
ment, some of the justices 
seemed troubled by what 
they suggested are inconsis- 
tent decisions by the United 
States Patent and Trade- 
mark Office about what gets 
tagged as scandalous or 
immoral. 


But Trump’s inner circle 
knows there will likely be 
further releases of embar- 
rassing or politically dam- 
aging information. Barr’s 
letter, for instance, hinted 
that there would be at least 
one unknown action by the 
president that Mueller ex- 
amined as a possible act of 
obstruction. A number of 
White House aides have 
privately said they are eager 
for all Russia stories, good 
or bad, to fade from the 
headlines. 

Trump and his allies also 
continue to attack the ori- 
gins of the Russia investiga- 
tion, portraying it as an 
effort by Democrats and 
career officials in the Jus- 
tice Department to bring 
him down. 

“The Mueller Report, 
which was written by 18 
Angry Democrats who also 
happen to be Trump Haters 
(and Clinton Supporters), 
should have focused on the 
people who SPIED on my 
2016 Campaign, and others 
who fabricated the whole 
Russia Hoax. That is, never 
forget, the crime” Trump 
tweeted Monday. 

His long-asserted accu- 
sation — though not sup- 
ported by evidence — that 
his campaign was_ spied 
upon was given new life last 
week when Barr, testifying 
before Congress, said he 
thinks “spying did occur” in 
2016. 

Barr later softened his 
tone to “I am not saying 
improper surveillance oc- 
curred.”

The Trump administration 
has manufactured and exacer- 
bated an immigration “crisis” 
to further the president’s most 
consistent goal: to Make 
America White Again. 

Tens of thousands of Central 
American asylum-seekers, even 
hundreds of thousands, do not 
constitute a serious crisis — not 
for a continent-spanning na- 
tion of 330 million, a nation 
built through successive waves 
of immigration. The migrants 
have severely taxed and at 
times overwhelmed the sys- 
tems at the border that must 
process and adjudicate their 
claims for refuge, but this is a 
simple matter of resources.

How else can any- 
one characterize the notion — 
now under active consider- 
ation, according to the White 
House — of transporting mi- 
grants hundreds or thousands 
of miles, not out of necessity 
but simply so they can be re- 
leased in “sanctuary” cities and 
the districts of Trump’s politi- 
cal opponents? 

That last Bond-villain idea 
apparently is the brainchild of 
White House adviser Stephen 
Miller, who seems to be the 
closest thing Trump has to an 
operational chief of staff — 
someone who shares his vision, 
however warped, and will 
move heaven and earth to bring 
it to life. 

Miller’s history as an anti- 
immigration zealot goes back 
to his time as an aide to then- 
Sen. Jeff Sessions, of Alabama, 
who became Trump’s first 
attorney general. It is no exag- 
geration to say that Sessions, 
both in the Senate and in the 
Cabinet, was obsessed with 
reducing immigration, legal as 


well as illegal. Sessions is gone 
from the administration, but 
Miller remains, and clearly he 
has Trump’s ear. 

Trump claims that the coun- 
tries from which asylum-seek- 
ers and economic migrants are 
fleeing are not sending “their 
best” people, and says entry 


about the black and brown 
immigrants who are changing 
the city’s complexion. 

Does Trump seek political 
gain by stoking white Ameri- 
cans’ fears of the “browning” of 
America due to Latino immi- 
gration? Absolutely. But if his 
racism were purely situational 


should be based on “merit,” not 
on family connections.

Instead, Trump cut off foreign 
aid to Guatemala, Honduras 
and E] Salvador, the countries 
from which most of the asy- 
lum-seekers are coming. He 
does not comfort or embrace. 
He seeks only to punish. 

The real crisis is that we 
have a president who wants to 
put up a “No Vacancies” sign 
for nonwhite immigrants — 


used to go to Paris all the time 
but doesn’t anymore because 
“Paris is no longer Paris.” 
Trump isn’t talking about 
gridlocked traffic on the Boule- 
vard Peripherique. He’s talking 


just like the “No Coloreds” 
signs I used to see in the Jim 
Crow South.

Who will win in 2020? Both parties seem determined to lose.

The Democrats’ presidential 
aspirants seem determined to 
prove that their party’s 2016 
achievement — the election of the 
current president — was not a 
fluke that cannot be repeated. But 
the Republican Party, whose last 
remaining raison d'etre is to frus- 
trate Democrats, seems to be 
thinking: We are determined to 
lose the 2020 election in order to 
foil Democrats’ attempts to lose it. 

The Democratic aspirants 
radiate unseriousness about 
things they speak about with 
notable solemnity. By their words 
of endorsement, many of them 
said that the Green New Deal is a 
matter of life and death — for the 
planet, no less. But their actions — 
zero Senate votes for the GND — 
say something else. 

Among reasons these aspirants 
give for promising to abolish the 
Electoral College is one reason 
that virtually guarantees that it 
will not be abolished: Because 
each state gets two electoral votes 
for its senators, the system advan- 
tages the least-populous states. 
Opposition by 13 states will extin- 
guish any constitutional amend- 


ment. If the legislatures of any of 
the 13 least-populous states (Wy- 
oming, Vermont, Alaska, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Delaware, 
Rhode Island, Montana, Maine, 
New Hampshire, Hawaii, Idaho, 
West Virginia) fail to oppose an 
amendment abolishing the elec- 
toral-vote system, other legisla- 
tures — those of, for example, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Arkansas, 
Utah, Mississippi — probably will 
ensure defeat. 

Competition in the Democrats’ 
frivolity sweepstakes is intense. 
Beto O’Rourke contemplates 
amending the Constitution “to 
show that corporations are not 
people.” 

Conceivably, he has not 
thought through why corporate 
personhood has been in Anglo- 
American law for centuries: For- 
profit and nonprofit (including 
almost all progressive advocacy 
groups) corporations are ac- 
corded rights as “artificial per- 
sons” (William Blackstone’s 
phrase) to enable them to have 
lives, identities and missions that 
span generations and produce a 
robust civil society of freely coop- 
erating citizens. 

Donald Trump must secretly 


admire Massachusetts Sen. Eliza- 
beth Warren’s thoroughly 
Trumpian proposal — made 
where pandering is perfected: 
Iowa — to ban foreigners from 
buying U.S. farmland. Lest diabol- 
ical foreigners take our loam 
home? No, Warren says foreign- 
ers threaten “food security,” 
hence “national security” too. 
Warren and Trump — he who 
sees a national security threat 
from imported Audis — are to- 
gether at last. 

“T wore my Planned Parent- 
hood pink!” exclaimed Minnesota 
Sen. Amy Klobuchar at a recent 
Washington cattle call for Demo- 
cratic candidates. She, who is 
supposed to represent the sen- 
sibility of flyover country in her 
disproportionately coastal party, 
told the conclave that a “major 
priority” for her, one that she 
would emphasize in her presi- 
dency’s first 100 days, is statehood 
for the District of Columbia, a 
peculiar promise to facilitate 
retaking Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Pennsylvania. 

Julian Castro — former mayor 
of San Antonio, former secretary 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment — said that when he is 


the 46th president he will favor 
making Congress subject to the 
Freedom of Information Act. This 
is perhaps a good goal but not 
uppermost in the electorate’s 
mind. 

The Financial Times notes that 
in 2018, exit polls showed that a 
plurality of voters — 41 percent — 
ranked health care as their fore- 
most concern. That was the year 
when it became obligatory for all 
candidates to promise that health 
insurance shall not be denied 
because of a person’s pre-existing 
health problems. But Trump 
(“Nobody knew health care could 
be so complicated”) evidently is 
going to seek reelection saying: 
Trust me, there will be “a really 
great” Republican health care 
plan — after the election, and 
after my administration has con- 
vinced a court to overturn the 
entire Affordable Care Act (in- 
cluding guaranteed insurance 
coverage for those with pre- 
existing conditions), which now 
enjoys the support of a narrow 
majority. 

Voters might wonder why the 
coming health plan’s greatness 
will not be unveiled as an election 
asset. And voters might remem- 


ber that in 1968 Richard Nixon 
said: Trust me, I have a plan to 
end the Vietnam War. When, 
seven years later, in April 1975, the 
last helicopter lifted off the roof of 
the besieged U.S. Embassy in 
Saigon, more than 21,000 Ameri- 
cans had died in combat since 
Nixon’s inauguration — approxi- 
mately 37 percent of those killed 
in the war since the early 1960s. 

The eventual Democratic 
nominee is probably among the 
many already running. So the 
party, with its mosaic of factions 
to placate (affluent progressives, 
faculty club socialists, suburban 
women, African-Americans, 
Hispanics, climate worriers, 
identity-politics warriors, etc.) 
and its aversion to winner-take- 
all primaries, should remember 
1972 or 1984. Its nominees, 
George McGovern and Walter 
Mondale, won 25 percent and 38 
percent, respectively, of the nomi- 
nating electorate’s votes. In the 
two general elections, they lost 98 
states.

Woods has great track 
record at courses 
hosting PGA, Open

The question facing Tiger 
Woods upon his return from a 
two-year injury hiatus in 2018 
was not when he would win 
another major title but if he 
would add to his stockpile of 
Grand Slam victories, a total that 
had been stalled at 14 since 2008. 

Now that Woods has answered 
that question with his win Sun- 
day at the Masters, we might 
have to switch up our query 
again; namely, whether Woods is 
finished winning majors at age 
43 or whether he has a few more 
left in him. Considering he has 
finished no worse than a tie for 
sixth in the last three Grand Slam 
events, it’s a valid question. 

And not only that, but the next 
two majors on the calendar will 
be held at courses Woods has 
completely shredded in the past. 
Yes, those titles came years ago 
when he wasat his absolute peak, 
but the schedule could be shap- 


ing up nicely for a Summer of 
Tiger, nonetheless. Remember, 
he now needs three more major 
titles to equal Jack Nicklaus, who 
holds the record with 18. 

Here’s a quick look ahead. 


PGA Championship, Bethpage 
Black, May 16-19 

The PGA Tour’s schedule- 
tinkering means we only have to 
wait a month before Woods is 
back on the course at a major, and 
it’s a course at which he has 
thrived. Woods led wire-to-wire 
at the 2002 U.S. Open at Beth- 
page Black and was the only 
golfer to finish the tournament 
under par at the public course on 
Long Island. He also won the 
Masters that year. Hmmmm. 

The U.S. Open returned to 
Bethpage Black in 2009 and 
Woods, the defending tourna- 
ment champion that year, was 
able to salvage a tie for sixth even 
though he was 15 strokes off the 
pace at one point on Sunday. 
Woods eventually finished four 
strokes behind champion Lucas 
Glover. The tournament was 
marred by persistent rain that 
changed the composition of the 
notoriously difficult course, mak- 


ence.” 

Round Lake coach Josue 
Jimenez said Devera has learned 
how to optimize her talents. 

“She is very athletic and smart 
with her movements,’ Jimenez 
said. “She puts herself in the 
perfect spot to create opportuni- 
ties, and she is able to finish with 
either foot. She is explosive and a 
threat in the air, and she is also 
not afraid to defend.”

Nagy and 
company 
know what 
is possible 


As offseason program 
gets rolling, team goals 
will be set high again

As the Bears began the 2019 
season Monday by reporting 
to Halas Hall to start their 
voluntary offseason program, 
coach Matt Nagy expected one 
major difference from last 
year’s first day: belief. 

When Nagy addressed his 
team for the first time as coach 
on April 3, 2018, he had the 
Bears’ only Super Bowl trophy 
at the front of the room to 
symbolize their goal. But Nagy, 
understandably, sensed some 
doubt among a group of play- 
ers coming off a 5-11 season 
and only 14 wins over the 
previous three. 

Now? 

“Every one of those guys in 
that building is going to be- 
lieve it” Nagy said in late 
March. 

That’s what going 12-4 with 
an NFC North championship 
will do. 

“But it doesn’t just happen 
by walking on the field?’ Nagy 
continued. “So we’ve got to 
work hard in practice. We’ve 
got to get better in OTAs. 
We’ve got to get better in 
training camp.” 

That will be Nagy’s message 
to his players this year. The 
ultimate goal is attainable, but 
the journey is incremental. 
Balancing that pursuit is the 
Bears’ challenge this off- 
season. 

“If we’re worried about 
going 13-3 or this or that — you 
can set goals and shoot for it, 
but you better take it week by 
week,” Nagy said. “I thought as 
a team last year, that was our 
best thing that we did as a 
team, coaches and players: We 
never looked ahead. We didn’t 
care who we were playing. We 
always took it one week at a 
time. So we’ve got to transfer 
that to this year.” 

Nagy is confident the Bears 
will sustain that momentum. 
For starters, they returned to 
new digs, a renovated and 
expanded Halas Hall weight 
room and locker room. The 
weight room was expanded by 
2,000 square feet. 

Nagy will lead an offense 
that returns 10 first-stringers 
with only traded running back 
Jordan Howard gone. The 
group’s familiarity with Nagy’s 
system, beginning with 
quarterback Mitch Trubisky, 
drives Nagy’s high expecta- 
tions. 

“They should be able to play 
faster this year because they 
know where they’re going,” he 
said. 

Defensively, new coordina- 
tor Chuck Pagano can begin 
working with players on the 
transition from Vic Fangio’s 
system. 

“He’s passionate, and you 
feel it;? Nagy said. “Now it’s 
going to be his job — and it’s 
going to be easy — to have that 
defense feel that. And then the 
X’s and O’s part, that’s not as 
hard as you (reporters) think. 
For these (players), once they 
come in and feel it and see 
what he’s all about, they’re 
going to trust what he’s doing.” 

The Bears had an excellent

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competition at the famed seaside 
course in California, winning the 
2000 U.S. Open by 15 strokes (a 
record for a major champi- 
onship), finishing as the only 
golfer below par and becoming 
the first U.S. Open champion to 
end up double digits under par. 

It actually was Woods’ second 
win at Pebble Beach that year: At 
February’s Pebble Beach Pro-Am, 
he trailed by seven strokes with 
seven holes to play yet won with a 
final-round 64. 


BLACKHAWKS 


The US. Open returned to 
Pebble Beach in 2010, and Woods 
shot himself into contention with 
a third-round 66. But a final- 
round 75 doomed his chances and 
he finished tied with Phil Mickel- 
son for fourth, three strokes 
Paes winner Graeme McDow- 
ell. 

“The golf course has always 
had a special place in my heart,” 
Woods said after winning the 
2000 U.S. Open. “One, for its 
pristine beauty and another (for) 
its mystique .. the (dramatic) 
finishes that we’ve had in tourna- 
ments over the years on this golf 
course. ... I’ve always absolutely 
loved playing here, from the time 


I was 13. And I'll always continue 
to love it.” 


British Open, Royal Portrush, 
July 18-21 

Woods and many others in the 
field won’t have much experi- 
ence, if any, at the site of the year’s 
final major. Royal Portrush in 
Northern Ireland last hosted the 
British Open in 1951 (it did host 
the 2012 Irish Open, with a 
number of current pros compet- 
ing). But it’s not like Woods hasn’t 
conquered a links course before: 
He has hoisted the claret jug three 
times, twice at St. Andrews (his 
2000 title there was by eight 
strokes, the biggest margin of 


victory at the British Open since 
1913) and once at Royal Liverpool. 

“Tt’s my favorite type of golf to 
play,’ he said of links golf before 
last year’s tournament at 
Carnoustie (he finished tied for 
sixth). “I love playing here, this 
type of links golf ... because it is 
creative. We’re not going to get 
the most perfect bounces. And I 
think that’s the fun challenge of 


it ” 


What about 2020? 

After Woods defends his title at 
next year’s Masters, the next 
major on the 2020 PGA Tour 
calendar will be the PGA Champi- 


San Francisco. Woods won a 
WGC event there in 2005, beating 
John Daly in a playoff and went 
5-0 in match play there during the 
2009 Presidents Cup. 

Next year’s U.S. Open is at 
Winged Foot in suburban New 
York City, a course at which 
Woods has found less success: He 
missed the cut at the 2006 USS. 
Open and finished tied for 29th at 
the 1997 PGA Championship. 

Finally, the 2020 British Open 
will be at Royal St. George’s in 
southeastern England. Woods 
tied for fourth in his lone British 
Open appearance there in 2003 
(he missed the 2011 tournament
